promptly paid, and the road is entirely free 
from debt, except the bonds, which cover 
about one-third the cost of tbe road. It 
passes through one of the most beautiful 
and fertile sections of Pennsylvania, and 
when it gets its city terminus at Ninth and 
Green streets (which is a m'atter of a few 
months) it will be one of the most produc- 
tive and popular railroads in tbe State. 


The road was formally transferred ou 


Tuesday to the Reading managers by the 
resignation of the old board aud election of 
Colonel James Boyd, of Norristown, as
